The necessity for having a Governor on the 
tractor is too well known to need very much elabora­ 
tion. This is especially true while doing belt work 
as it eliminates the extra man required to regulate 
the speed of the engine when varying loads are en­ 
countered. A poor Governor, however, is worse 
than none at all. The governor must be so designed 
as to adjust the throttle valve at the slightest change 
of load. Ii' this is not the case, the speed of the 
engine will be decreased when the load is increased 
and if the load is comparatively heavy the engine 
will not be able to regain its required speed. 
Furthermore, the speed of the engine when running 
idle should be nearly the same as when operating 
under full load, otherwise a loss of H. P. is the result.
